Regular flights on the Alma-Ata -- Moscow air route have started according 
to the summer schedule. Planes make the trip ten times a week, carrying 
passengers, nail, and fast freight. The trip takes less than a day. Air 
comittEinlpatlonfl with Uiboklstan, Kirgizia, and Siberian cities have become more 
intensive. There are dally flights from Alma-Ata to Frunze and a flight every 
other day to Tashkent. Beginning in May, the number of flights to Novosibirsk 
and Irkutsk will be increased from 50 to 100 percent. Planes from Alma-Ata 
to Petropavlovsk, Guryev, Pavlodar, and Kustanay are scheduled regularly.
